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The Chicago office of the FBI is 
nearing completion of a 500-page re- 
port showing that the radical Weather 
Underground, a target of break-ins 
, by agents, received financial sup- 
port from Cul», accordii^g to sources 
. close to the agents. The report, if con-j 
^firmed, could hinder a Justice Depart- 
ment investigation of th^ BBI-directed 
burglaries. , 

Top FBI officials authorized the re- 
port last month in an effort to stop 
the Justice Departirient’s criminal in- 
vestigation of more than 30 current 
and former FBI agents connected 
with a number of burglaries of the 
hqjjaes and offices of persons with ties 
to the Weather. Underground ^ New 
York, the sources said. ’ , 

The agents who are the targets of 
the Justice probe are eagerly awaiting 


completion of the report, which they 
feel will force the department to 
abandon the cases against them. " 
'•Recent court cases have indicated 
that it may be legal ior government 
tpgents. acting with the authorization 
of the President or the Attorney Gen- 
eral, to conduct warrantless searches 
and wiretaps if the target is a thr^V 
to national security and has conkV- 
tions with a foreign government. It is ^ 
not known whether the break-ins be- 
. ing investigated fall under this cate- 
gory. » , ' .. 

In the past six months the Justice 
Department has dropped two cdmjlpal 
inv^gations of govemln^t offlmls 
involved with warrantless breajr-ins 
because the targets had foreign con- * 
nections. f • ^ 

A high Justice Department source 
confirmed that thcore is growing con- 
cern In the department that evidence 
of foreign .^uppori for the Weather 


Underground has 'complicated, and 
perhaps weakened, their case against 
the agents. 

However, the source said that prose- 
cutors are intent on continuing the in- 
vestigation at this point because they 
feel they should obtain more Informa- 
tion about the break-ins before decid- 
ing their strategy. 

Last week Justice officials impa- 
neled a grand jury In New York to be-, 
gin hearing evidence in the break-ins. 

The Justice source said that the 
prosecutors are beginning to refocus 
their investigation on former, top FBI 
officials, inelpding Edward S. Miller, 
former bureau Intelligence chief, and 
W. Mark Felt, former associate direc- 
tor of the bureau. ^ 

Both Felt and Miller announced 
publicly last week that they approved 
break-ins in New York under a policy 
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
